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Chicago (NFS) - If you're 
seeking your physician's advice 
because you're having bouts 
with sleeplessness, it may in- 
terest you to know that he's 
-likcly-to-have-more-slecp-prob— 
lem s than you, advises Sally 
Ames, slcqp consultant to the 
Spring Air Mattress- Company, 
Chicago. 

Reporting on a survey in the 
journal Medical Opinion, Miss 
Ames notes: *While as many as 
1 5 per cent of Americans may 
suffer sleep disorders of vary- 
ing degrees, medical doctors 
seem to have a higher rate of: 
sleeplessness 'than their pa- 
tients." 

Of the 892 doctors survey- 
ed, about 25 per cent said they 
get four to six hours of sleep 
on the average; oyer a third 
complained that they seem to 
get too little sleep; and only 3 
per cent said they can routine- 
ly get more than eight hours of 
slumber. 



AND IF YOU, as a layman, 
can't determine' how much 
sleep is sufficient for the aver- 
age individual, neither can the 
doctors. Some doctors are 
satisfied~by hsix-toeight-hours- 
of sleep while others view this 
amount of sleep as insufficient. 
According to the survey, as 
-many doctors suffer from 
insomnia as do their patients, 
flow docs the physician heal 
himself? His remedies for his 
own sleeplessness are no dif- 
ferent from; those he prescribes 
for his patients v 

Close to 50 per cent of the 
doctors reported that they turn 
on television or read a book or 
medical journal. Another 20 
per cent take a sleep-inducing 
medication.

Some weeks ago, I suggested a 10 percent 
ucross-the-board reduction in the salaries 
paid to federal workers as a means of fighting 
inflation. 

I made that suggestion fully recognizing the 
fact that it would work a financial hardship on 
some career government workers and their 
families. This obvious fact saddened me, but I 
know of no way out of the jam we're in except 
through measures of austerity. 

And. of course, I have had far too much 
experience in politics to think, that I could 
make that kind of statement and escape the 
charges that I was taking a cheap shot at civil 
service workers in America. Regardless, I 
feel that long-term welfare of my country and 
the long-term well-being of its people require 
a recommendation of the drastic variety. 
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I BELIEVE it was time to sound the kind of 
alarm that would hit American voters in their 
pocket books. 

Although the enormous buildup of the. 
federal bureaucracy has long been one of my 
major concerns, I must say I didn't realize 
how far out of hand 'the problem had gotten 
until I read in the Philadelphia inquirer the 
• disclosure of these staggering facts. , 

1. According to the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce, by the year 2000 there will be one 
worker- on the government payroll for every 
one worker in civilian industry/ 

2. The explosion in the federal payroll last 
year had 13.89 millioh-or 18 percent of the 
nation's force-engaged in public employment 
(that is, for the government). It means that 
there, were only five persons employed in 
private industry for every., one civilian 
employee in government. At the turn of the 



century the ratio was 26 to 1 ; at the end of 
World War II it was 9 to 1. 
J^ _Latest figures show the number of 
civilian ' workers on the - publicnpayfoll i "is 
increasing twice as fast as the U.S. 
population. . % ■ 

4. Between 1963 and 1973-the number of 
federal white-collar civilian workers (outside 
the postal service) went up 19 percent, but the 
cost of paying them soared 132 percent. 
During the same period the cost of living rose 
only 38 percent. 

These figures are so alarming that I stand 
'by my recommendation for a 10 percent pay 
cut for government workers even if some 
people unfortunately may get hurt. It is not 
that I lack compassion for some of those 
caught in the squeeze. It is just that the time 
has come for all parties concerned to "bite 
the bullet of inflation.' 1 And I must say that I 
am proud that mine was one of the first bites 
by a politician. . .
